DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 49-57 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claims 49, 53 and 57, Abraham et al (US 6,980,533) teaches a 
method (see Title and Abstract, and column 1, lines 36-60, see "load balances" or "load 
balancing"), comprising: receiving, in a subscriber terminal, access point status 
information determined in a plurality of access points (see fig. 1 , column 2, lines 11-41 
and column 6 lines 58-64). 

Abraham et al (US 6,980,533) fails to teach determining, in the subscriber 
terminal, communication status information related to said plurality of access points, 
processing, in the subscriber terminal, said received access point status 
information and said communication status information in order to obtain roaming 
support information, and sending, from the subscriber terminal, said obtained roaming 
support information to a load control device, the load control device being located 
externally to the subscriber terminal. 

Dependent claims 50-52 and 54-56 are allowable for the same reason.
